Lent Finds Public Inter- 
ested In Church 
Observances 

MINISTERS COMMENT 

How strict are Newmarket 
people in observing Lent? The 
consensus of the opinion of 
Newmarket ministers seems to 
indicate that the answer to that 
question can be got best from 
each individual citizen himself. 

"There's no rule for Lent in 
any of the non-conformist 
denominations," Rev. Arthur 
Greer, pastor of the Newmarket 
Congregational-Christian church, 
told The Era. "Fasting is not 
observed. What we give up is 
our time, to Bible study and 

devotions." 

i Mr. Greer believes that the 
observance of Lent is increasing. 
"Generally the denomination as 
; a whole is observing it more 
fully," he declared. 

On the other hand, Rev. Bur- 
ton Hill, pastor of the Friends 
church, contends that nowadays 
Lent is observed "not nearly as 
much as it should be," by the 
general public. 

"An interesting tiling is that 
the Quakers don't feel that any 
particular season is unique in 
itself," he declared. "Any vital 
truth is eternal, not for just any 
portion of the year. That which 
is of value should become a life- 
time habit 

"Among our people there has 
been a tendency to observe Lent 
and yet, on the other hand, there 
has been a definite endeavor to 
express our Christian faith in 
every sphere of life. Friends' 
service committees and service 
councils have in recent years 
been sending representatives into 
almost every field of unrest and, 
since the war, into almost all the 
areas of conflict. Finland, north 
Africa. China, England and 
Spain." 

This is mainly aid to war 
refugees. Mr. Hill stated.. He 
added that Lent is expected to 
be a matter of year-round obser- 
vance for Quakers. 

"Lent stresses what is the 
most unpopular and yet the 
most essential thing in life, 
humility and penitence as a step 
to right relationship with God 
and our fellow -man," said Rev. 
Arthur J. Patstone, pastor of St. 
Paul's Anglican church. 

"The church expects its people 
to observe the season, but it is 
left to their own conscience as 
to what thoy shall do," he de- 
clared. 

"In actual practice, how 
strictly is it carried out?" Mr. 
Patstone was asked. 

"It varies amongst the people 
in the parishes," he said. "Some 
parishes are as strict as are the 
Roman Catholics." 

"Is Lent observed as much as 
it used lo be?" "No, it isn't 
observed as much as it used to 
be. Of course, no religious 
duties arc. We all advise the 
people as to what we think they 
should do and it is left to their 
discretion."

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"England, the mother of us 
all," was the subject of an 
address by Rev. Dr. A. E. Run- 
nclls before the Lions club on 
Monday evening.

"For more than 300 years 
England has been the custodian 
of the liberties and the safety of 
the world," said Dr. Runnells. 

Recalling bids for conquest 
by Louis of France, Phillip of 
Spain, Napoleon, and Kaiser 
Wilhclm of Germany, Dr. Run- 
nells said that in each instance 
it was the British navy which 
saved the day. 

"When* Napoleon undertook to 
wade through slaughter to a 
throne, he was defeated and his 
power was broken at Trafalgar," 
said Dr. Runnclls. "The British 
navy convoyed two-thirds of 
the United States' two and a 
half million men across the sea 
in the great war, and it will be 
British sea power which will 
spell the end for Hitler," Dr. 
Runnells declared. 

Calling Britain the mother of 
nations, he said "surely she is 
the mother of that great nation 
to the south- of us." 

"These two great democracies 
are standing side by side for 
the defence of our liberties," lie 
said. "That was a great victory 
in the United States senate on 
Saturday night. They have had 
a chance to express themselves 
and they have made a great 
decision. 

"England has been the mother 
of poets and writers and scien- 
tists. She is the mother of par- 
liaments. She has been the 
mother of democracies. She . is 
the mother of heroes. 

"England today is a monar- 
chal democracy, a land of 
wealth, worth and worship. 

"You don't wonder that the 
enemy wants that land and if he 
can't*. have it— and he can't have 
it— he is going to destroy it with 
his engines of destruction. .» 

"It is presided over by the 
greatest king on the greatest 
throne in the world. His power 
is great but it is never to be used 
for his own personal purposes. 
Our king reign* but he doesn't 
rule. 

"Not only' is England the 
mother of great nations, mother 
of heroes, mother of democra- 
cies, she Is the mother of the 
great spiritual assets of tho 
world. 

"If we win out in this tremen- 
dous struggle — niui we are 
going to — it will be because we 
put a tremendous price on the 
great spiritual values that have 
been handed down to us bv her 
that is the mother of nations."

In Ottawa to attend the two-day executive 
sessions of the Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association, we thought we should first contact 
the postmaster-genera! and say a word of greet- 
ing.

; a "box lunch." "Between 2.15 and 3," we were 
told.

Magistrate Woodilffe ordered 
that the liquor be confiscated. 

An l$-year-old Aurora youth 
pleaded guilty to two charges of 
theft, one of stealing a scarf 
valued at $1.30 and $5 from the 
till of If. B. Oiiroy, owner or a 
men's furnishing store, Newmar- 
ket, and of stealing a -22 calibre 
rifle, the property of Major Gordon 
Colllson. Aurora. 

In his testimony Mr. Gllroy 
stated: "On March 10, shortly 
after fl p.m. a customer came in 
to try on a suit of clothes. This 
chop was with him. 1 was busy 
with the customer and -went into 
the fitting-room. Wo ore not 
accustomed to be open that late 
and I had been checking up tho 
cash, so the register was open. 
As I came out of the fitting-room 
X heard tho accused soy, Til meet 
you at the hamburger.' " 
K Mr. GJlroy said that ho .thought 
.-.there was something queer, so he 
::': . went over to the till and checked 
^ : .;H the money In it. He said that he 
„V:. : found five dollars missing. Mr. 
.^^Oilroy stated that the customer 
did not know the defendant and 
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had picked him up before coming 
Into the store. Mr, Gllroy and the 
customer went to the hamburger, 
whore they found the youth stand- 
ing outride. 

"I asked him to come back to 
the store and told him why I 
wanted him to do so," the witness 
continued. "He said he did not 
take the money." Mr. Gllroy 
stated that when he threatened to 
cali the police the defendant 
owned up to taking the money. 

"I then asked bni where he got 
the scarf he had on him and he 
said that he bought It in Toronto. 
I asked him if I could look at it 
and he said 'yes/ I noticed my 
pin ticket in the coiner. In Toron- 
to they use stickers." 

The witness said that the youth 

then admitted also taking the 

scarf from a shelf In the store. 

• "I told him to get out' of the 

store, but he took his time," Mr. 
Gllroy said. "I grabbed him by 
the collar. He swung at mc and I 
hit him, I called the police and 
Mr. Mount picked him up later." 

The youth and a brother, age 20. 
both pleaded guilty to the theft of 
a rifle from Major Collison's 
garage. 

"The whole story came out of 
the inquest into the fatal shooting 
of Ted Comer/* testified Sergeant- 
Detective Sidney Barraciough, of 
the York county police. "On Jan. 
18, while investigating the shooting 

accident where a lad was killed in 

Aurora, I questioned the boys con 
nected with the shooting. The boy 
who was shot had a .22 calibre rifle 
in his hand. After questioning one 
lad, who was a juvenile, I learned 
that the two brothers got the rifle 
from Major Collison's garage. 

"One admitted picking it up and 
the other admitted that he carried 
it away. Both boys have been 
truthful about taking the rifle. 
The both of them have jobs and 
neither had been in trouble before 
this. The rifle is not of any great 
value, nevertheless It can shoot." 

"Have you anything to say for 
yourselves?" Magistrate Woodliffc 
asked the boys. They replied that 
they had nothing to say, 

"Do your parents know you are 
here?" "No. sir." 

Mr. Mathews explained that the 
youths were not living at home. 

"I am giving you one chance," 
the magistrate said to the older 
boy. "Mind you, a conviction is 
registered against you," said his 
worship. "I am giving you sus- 
pended sentence. Remember It 
won't be so easy If you ever appear 
here again. X am giving you a sus- 
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pended sentence of three months. 
You are to. report to police once a 

month." 

"We didn't know we were steal- 
ing the rifle," stated the other boy. 
"It was standing outside the door." 

"You knew perfectly well thnt 
you were stealing," said the magis- 
trate. "If It was valuable to you 
It is valuable to the man who owns 
U. Why didn't you leave it alone? 
It may be that a week or two in 
jail would do you good. However, 
I am taking Into consideration that 
your family life has not been what 
it should have been. I am being 
lenient with you. Remember there 
are two convictions registered 

against you, I am putting you on 

probation for one year. If you are 
brought back here again I'll 
sentence you on' both these 

charges." 

Magistrate Woodliffc ordered that 
the rifle be returned to Major 
Colllson. 

On receipt of a letter from the 
attorney-general, & charge of sell- 
ing liquor against Mrs. Margaret 
Smith, Newmarket, was withdrawn. 
Mrs. Smith, who had been physi- 
cally unable to appear in court, had 
at a previous hearing been fined 
$200 and costs for illegal possession 

of liquor. 

"Under the circumstances laid 
down in the letter and in view of 
the fact that she was penalized 
rather severely on the other charge; 
I am allowing the charge of selling 
1 liquor to be withdrawn" stated his 

worship. 

The charge against Samuel Mac- 
Millan, Toronto, of forging a 
dominion pay cheque and of cash- 
ing it at the Bank of Toronto in 
Newmarket, was adjourned until 
March 18. Mr. MacMillan is out 

on $2,000 bail. 

James Ralston, Toronto, charged 
with breaking and entering Cous- 
ins' dairy, Aurora, will answer the 
charge next week.

1 think he was fed 
up waiting on one from me. but 
you see it was his turn to write. 
I didn't know the letter had gone 
down. 

The war is getting lively now. 
We are fairly giving the Italians 
big-licks just now in Africa and 
the Greeks arc doing very well 
in Albania. I only wish the 
Germans were getting the same 
dose. They are a troublesome 
lot, but we will gel them and 
after we are finished with them 
I don't think they will be keen 
to stir up trouble for a long 
time. You were asking if I was 
in training. No, not yet. I 
registered last June with the 2ft 
age group but I haven't heard 
anything so far. All bus drivers 
and heavy lorry drivers are sup- 
posed to be exempt over 25, but 
that can be altered. There is a 
big shuffle in the reserved jobs 
just now and the ages are being 
raised. Office workers and 
trades which are not important 
are going to give a lot of men. 
Then the mines are included in 
it, too. Before this the miners 
were completely reserved, but 
the collapse of France and the 
low countries lost them a lot of 
orders, causing idleness, so the 
government is going to call them 

up. 

Wc are right in the middle 
the blackout just now. I 
you could be here for a short 
lime. I am sure I would get 
some laughs out of you. ff fa no 
joke, however, until you (get 
accustomed to it and even then 
you have not to know liio dis- 
trict weJJ. Just imagine it. No 
street lamps, ho lighted simp 
Windows, no head lamps from 
cars or buses, just a dim light in 
front of them with no glare and 
no lights in the house windows. 
That is the blackout. 

let me lell you about the b:?s 
J drive. All the window? fcnvs 
Winds on them made of thick 
material. These are put down 
during blackout periods and 
fastened so that no |jghl comes 
out. The tail-light is ihv sixe of 
a half-penny, that is, half an 
inch in diameter, and it must not 
glare, so two 'layers of tissue- 
paper are put imW't it. it can 
be seeii at 39 yards, no more. 
I he side lamps are the same size 
and are even l*»ss bright than the 
laa-hght. The head lamps are 
masked to give a diffused light, 
not a beam, and are focussed on 
the ground, giving the driver 
a good light at five yard*, a dim 
light at 21) yards and just 
enough to Jet you know there 
is something ahead of you at 30 
yards. 

Never at any tithe can you 
distinguish anything at waist 
level and usually it is knee level. 
In case of fog wc have powcrfui 
fog lamps fitted low down on the 
near side, front, of the bus. For 
this we were very, grateful, but 
it must be foggy before we use 
them. 

I was involved In a very bad 
smash two weeks ago at traffic 
llghti in Kirkcaldy. Tho lights 
were in my favor and just ns I 
was passing through a five-ton 
lorry came through the lights 
and completely smashed all the 
front of the bus. I have never 
seen a bus in such a mess. Seven 
passengers were injured and I 

escaped with a few cuts on my

Toronto, which includes St. 
John's R. C. church, Newmarket, 
are binding on all Catholics with 

certain exceptions. 

All week days of Lent are 
fasting days. Tlie law of fasting, 
which means restriction to one 
full meal per day, with two 
refections, binds those Catholics 
who have completed the 21st 
year of age until the beginning 
of the 60th year. The obligation 
of fasting does not extend to the 
sick, the infirm, women nursing 
or bearing children, or those 
engaged in exhaustive work. 

Tlie law of abstinence from 
meat and from soup made of 
meat binds all over seven years 
of age. In Lent, the days of 
abstinence are all Wednesdays 
and Fridays, Saturday of Ember 
week, and Holy Saturday until 
noon. 

In addition to these binding 
regulations, pious observances 
proper to Lent are recommended 
for Catholics. These include such 
things as avoidance of all public 
amusements, such as theatres, 
m o v i n g - p i c t u r c shows and 
dances, assisting at Lenten devo- 
tions in the parish churches, such 
as the Way of the Cross on Fri- 
days, family prayers. 

"I wouldn't be surprised that 
Lent isn't observed as much as 
it used to be," said Rev. B. Bab- 
cook, pastor of the Free Method- 
ist church. "However. I think it 
is quite well observed wherever 
practical. The laboring people 
have to have food. 

"No public statement is made, 
it is left to the individual as far 
as fasting is concerned," he de- 
clared. "'Ii is recommended 
from the pulpit." 

Mr. Babeook said that, as in 
other churches, special prayer 
services are held each week 
during the Lenten season.

second, the renaissance, and lastly, 
the industrial revolution. 

"The church in all three periods/ 
he declared, "was responsible for 
the preservation of many of tho 
best things down through the 
years. The chuich served time 
and humanity by occupying itself 
with trie task of that day and in 
so doing saved itself too." 

Institutionallsni, pettiness, and 
timidity he named as the threo 
retarding factors that hail kept 
back the church from playing its 
proper rote In the affairs of tho 

day and that had allowed tho 
world to arrive at a state of chaos 
and confusion resulting In today's 

struggle. 

"There is too much over- interest 
in denomination, too much concern 
for the material welfare of a par- 
ticular sect," Mr. McCulley de- 
clared. "The forces of evil know 
where their interests lie and they 
arc not divided. If we really 
believe in Christianity we must be 
prepared to submerge individual 
sect and dogma. There is too 
much living up to the tetter rather 
than to the spirit. 

We are interested in petty 
matters that have no relevancy 
in a world crashing about our 

heads.. If we were sincere in our 
beliefs we would have no time for 
trivialities. We have -been afraid 
in the past to let the world know 
the kind of message we have ' for 
them. 

"Service clubs, which were doing 
a wonderful work, arose out of the 
church, but were successful and 
able to make demands for both 
time and money from their mem- 
bers much better than the 
churches," the speaker stated. 
"They are challenging the latest 
ideas of their members and they 
use their man-power in a way very 
few churches do. They ore built 
on Jdeals and idealism fs a quality 
that arose within the church;" 

However, Air. McCulley said that 
he could sec rays of sunshine 
among the clouds. 

"I am a realist/' he said, "not 
a pessimist, and as I watch the 
activity among the churches 1 do 
see some hope. The church real- 
izes it is fighting for its life today. 
Each individual parish Is like a 
platoon in tho army. ■ It lias its 
own little job to do and if done 
well even though it seems insig- 
nificant the whole result Is 
amazing." 

Mr. McCulley told or the now 
famous Anglican Malvern confer- 
ence held amid falling bombs and 
in a cold, cheerless hall in which 
both clergy of all degrees tixu\ 
laity talked tho problems and the 
weaknesses of the church over 
and discussed how best it could 
take part in shaping the new 
order of things. 

"The church has railed to cany 
out or realize the serious convic- 
tions of the society of today. If 
it is to survive and democracy Is 
to survive. Christian thought mint 
have the courage to grapple with 
and keep apace with problems of 
a napldly changing world. 

"We must face the facts. The 
movement to bring this about can 
only begin in such groups like 
this, in countries where such 
groups may (still meet. The chal- 
lenge to our civilization and to 
Christianity by the forces of evil 
Is a responsibility we all have to 
deal with. Either we must Ira 

bold enough to meet the challenge 
or we will be forced to endure 
under n system that is absolutely 

alien to every principle we hold 
dear." 

Air. McCulley was Introduced by 
Kenneth Kelchum, headmaster of 
St. Andrews college, while If. M. 
Magee moved the vote of thanks.

Several interesting letters from 
England have recently been 
received by relatives of Pic. 
Lome Fletcher, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Fletcher of Newmar- 
ket, and brother of Mrs. Win. 
Stone (Orpha) of Mimico, and 
Mrs. Leonard Fish (Ruth) of 
Weston. 

Extracts from these letters are 
given below. 

England, Nov. 26. 
Dear Orpha: 

. . . You asked mo in your 
letter what the fog is like over 

here. Well, we have not had any 

to speak of until yesterday 
morning when we Rot up it was 

almost thick enough to cut with 
a knife, and, as luck would have 
it, the transport officer came in 
and said, Pte. Fletcher, go and 
get something to eat as soon as 
possible, as you have a 210-mile 
round trip ahead of you. Well, 
I had my breakfast and started 
out and what a ride it was. I 
drove from five to ten miles an 
hour until -11 a.m. and then the 
fog suddenly lifted and then you 
should have seen me go. The 
speed limit is 35 miles per hour, 
but ahem, my speedometer does 
not work! 

You asked me if I would like 
some tobacco or cigarettes. Well, 
sweetheart, it doesn't matter 
which, either one would sure be 
welcome, as tobacco is almost S6 
per pound over here and it is 
nowhere near as good as Can- 
adian smokes and even the best 
cigarettes over here are rotten. 
I am not sending anyone over 
there anything for Christmas as 
it takes nearly all I get to keep 
me in tobacco, so if you care to 
send me some smokes, O.K., but 
don't run yourselves short as I 
will get along all right. 

Tell Stoncy to tell Tom Apps 
I had a trip into Kent county 
the other day. 1 was over to "a 
place by the name of Tunbridge 
Wells. It is about 50 miles from 

Brwhton-by-thc-Scsi. I wish vou 
could see this country. I know 
you would love it. It sure is a 
beautiful place and I for one 
would be quite contented to stay 
here for Hie duration of the war. 
This place we are in now is 
very quiet. We only have the 
Germans over now and then 
machine-gunning the streets, but 
the place we were In last was a 
humdinger. They were bomb- 
ing around there every night and 
sometimes they would almost 
shake us out of bed. what with 
the bombs exploding and tho 
anti-aircraft barrage going full 
guns, they kicked up quite a 
racket. 

We have just been told that 
any letters or parcels that were 
mailed m Canada between Oct. 
IS and 21 have gone to the bot- 
tom of the ocean, so perhaps that 
is where the parcel the Vets sent 
to me has gone. 

England, Dec. 3. 
Dear Mother and Dad: 

Just a line to let you know I 
received your most welcome let- 
ter, paper and parcel today, and 
maybe you think I wasn't glad to 
get it. Everything was in tin- 
best of condition. I was begin- 
ning to think my mail and par- 
cel had gone to the bottom and

at that I suppose some of it has, 
as the Germans sunk five 
of our boats in four hours the 
other day and it is said around 
here that 16,000 bags of Christ- 
inas mail for tne Canadian troops 
over here went down with them. 
We are having wonderful 
weather over here. The last few 
nights we have had some heavy 
frosts, but not bad enough to 
freeze the flowers that are still 
in bloom. 

You asked me if I had been 
up to Scotland on my leave yet, 
but so far t haven't and I guess 
it will be some time before I do, 
as since- I have been tent up to 
the regiment there are so many 
ahead of me it will probably' be 
next summer before my turn 
comes. 

I see by the paper today the 
people over here are going to 
have their bacon and meat 
rations cut again. It is a good 
thing the grass is green over 
here the year round, they can at 
least eat that, as it is not 
rationed.
